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UNS PORTS AX LIKE TURFMEX. 



HA WTHORNE’S THIRD MEEIIXG. 

Racing was resntned at Hawthorne yesterday 
afternoon under favorable conditions. The 
track was slow from recent rainfall, but it ^as 
improving ea the hours went by and, as it was, 
afforded good and safe footing. This slight 
drawback was amply compensated for by tbe 
deliciously cool and bracing atmosphere and 
the large attendance. The racing was of a 
character to bring enjoyment to turf-patrooiz- 
ing people and was dispatched promptly and in 
good order. 

Long shuts were very much in evidence, and 
during the entire afternoon but two favorites, 
Algareta and Seriano, won. Albertvale, at 
some stages in the betting at 50 to 1, captured 
tbe first event, and Fatherland at 50 to 1, was 
first past the post in the bird. 

None of the finishes was close. The scratches 
in the different races were plentifnl and the 
fields as a rule smell. 

Algaretci’s smart performance in the fourth 
event, which was at three-quarters was by far 
the feature cf the day. This filly, with 105 
pounds up. had Benneville, 110, and Goebel, 104, 
to contend with. The latter was carrying one 
pound over. The ring as well as the public have 
a lot of respect for this filly and consequently 
she was made an odds-on favorite from the out- 
set. During the early stages of the betting there 
was 4 to 5 offered against her, but 3 to 5 was 
about the ruling price. Benn ville and Goebel 
were each backed by their stables. The trio 
left the post tcgatber at the first attempt end 
down the backstretcb Bear e ville was sent to 
the front in an effort to stop Algareta. He set 
a terrific pace considering tbe condition of the 
track. The first quarter was stepped in 25 sec 
ends and the half in 491 seconds, then Benne. 
ville said "'take it,” and Algareta, going to the 
front at her leisure, won by two lengths as she 
pleased. Benneville beat Goebel five lengths 
for the place. 

Nine were entered in the steeplechase and they 
all went. It was won by one of the recent arrivals 
from Canada, My Valentine. She, coupled 
with Tricotriu as J. Meagher’s entry, opened at 
24 to 1, bat receded to 6 to 1. N. Ray rode My 
Valentine and he displayed good jadgment. He 
laid away with her tbe first half of the journey i 
bat when he saw the pacemakers. Princess 
Mnrphy and Gypeeiver faltering, he went right 
on to the front, and, by forcing the pace, had 
bis contenders wobbling before the last fence 
was cleared. My Valentine bad to ba hand 
ridden at the end to stall off the strong rash 
Znfallig came with on the flat. 

Boanerges made his initial appearance at this 
style of racing, bat refused to jump, and was 
beaten off all the way. Nevertheless, Johnson 
took the rogne over all the fences, which was a 
good schooling for him. It was also Princess 
Murphy’s first appearance, and she made a good 
showing. 

On paper the last race seemed like a “moral 
for Serrano and 4 to 5, which was his opening 
price, were tempting. There was nothing to the 
race, but Serrano, when Crowhnrst cat him 
loose. Silver Tone set tbe pace and led until 
well into the homestretch, bat when Crowhnrst 
got ready with Serrano he shot to tne front 
like a fldsh and won rnoning away. Serrano is 
a good racehorse and np to beating better ones 
than ha met yesterday. 

Albertvale’s win was a clever one and over it 
handicapper Ed O’Malley made quite a clean* 
ing np. He is always on the lookout for long 
shote and after discovering that tbe track was 
quite soft down the backstretcb and exactly to 
Albertvale’s liking, he got on at 50 to 1 straight, 
20 to 1 for the place and 8 to 1 to show. O’Malley 
is an extraordinarily good “rooter” and when 



the horse went to the front on the stretch turn 
he almost raised tbe roof from the stand with 
his howling. Bon Jonr was an 8 to 5 favorite 
for the race bat tbe best he could do was to get 
second place and he had to be hard ridden to 
get that. 

That good, consistent filly Merito, giving 
away chnnks of weight to every thing in the 
second race including Avenstoke, won and won 
in an impressive manner. The talent did not 
fancy Merito and her price drifted from 24 to 1 
to 4 to 1, but at post time she was backed down 
to 3 to 1. Avenstoke was made favorite at odds 
on but under a bad ride he ran a bad race and 
did not finish in the first three. Merito, despite 
her heavy impost, was always near the front* 
and galloping over Erla d’Or on call in the 
stretch, she won as she pleased. 

The mile and a half race was marked by oc- 
currences that produced a false result. Arling- 
ton forced the pace and was rated in front until 
he had enough and retired. Teutons got a bad 
ride and Ma;me M M .was badly interfered with 
OD the far turn. Fatherland was the only one that 
had a smooth journey and he plodded along at 
i about tbe same gait all way and eventually won 
I easily. Mayme M. M. was the best horse, and 
but for tbe interference on tbe far turn she 
wonld have walked in. 

RACING NE\R CINCINNATI. 

“Latouia is destined to have the first whack 
at the fall racieg game, and tbe bangtails will 
not go to the post at local tracks until October 
7, on which date Latonia will inaugurate a 
nineteen-day meeting,” says the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Tribune. “Tbe msnagemeut of the 
Newport track has evidently decided to allow j 
Latonia to have a free field up to tbe latter 
part of October, when the Queen City track 
will bs opened for at least a thirty- day meeting. 
It was originally intended by Frank Fowler, the 
manager of the Newport track, to give a meet- 
ing, beginning September 2, of twenty-seven 
days’ duration. Since Fowler has been cam- 
paigning on the Canadian Circuit, where he 
has an interest in the syndicate betting ring 
operating these tracks, he has evidently recon- 
sidered his plans, as his representative, Roger 
Snllivan, who is DOW here, says Newport will 
follow Latonia this fall. 

“Latonia and Newport at the present time 
occupy opposite positions in their catering for 
public favor. Latonia has renounced the syndi- 
cate betting liog as a means of giving a race 
meeting, while Newport still clings to the 
'strangle hold.’ Latonia’s spring meeting, 
while a success artistically, was not so financi- 
ally, inasmnch as an open betting ring was 
operated and the revenue from it was not suf- 
ficient to meet the daily expenses of the track. 
The Latonia people, however, grimly stuck to 
the game— even though a losing one— and played 
out the string. It was demonstrated that a 
racetrack hereabouts can be run with an open 
betting ring, bat hardly without some loss to 
its promoters. Latonia made a gallant effort 
to revive the sport and succeeded in winning 
back a nnmber of substantial devotees of the 
game. With a let-np of the races fer nearly 
three months on local tracks, and Latonia the 
first to have a chance at the fall game, there 
should be some first-class turf contests at tbe 
Kenton Connty track in October. The Newport 
management exhib.ts good taste when it de- 
cided to follow Latonia this fall. Latonia, by 
virtoe of its efforts to restore the tni f to some- 
what of its former standing, is entitled to a free 
field. 

“There is little doubt but that tbe Newport 
track will be operated with a syndicate betting 
ring this fall. One of tbe best reasous for thiuk- 
ing so is tbe determination to have the last 



chance at the racing game before the snow 
flies. After Latonia giving a meeting in the 
spring with an open ring it wonld not help the 
Newport cause to follow with a syndicate ring, 
especially as Latonia has declared for an open 
ring again in the fall. It is common sense busi- 
ness judgment for Newport to come in at the 
tail end of the game after the free-for-all betting 
ring has been shnt np for tbe season. Hence, no 
doubt, the determination to race at Newport in 
the chilly month of November. By tbe rules of 
tbe Turf Congress Newport will not ba able to 
race after December 1. Racing in the months 
of December, January and February is barred 
by the Tnrf Congress, so there is no likelihood 
of Newport continuing its meeting after the last 
day of November has fled. Tbe track will have 
some thirty odd days of racing, and this is quite 
sufficient, especially if the syndicate betting 
ring is in operation. 

“Secretary Ed Hopper is busy these piping hot 
days prepariog for tbe fall matting at Latonia, j 
at which some of the bast stakes in the west 
w»ll bs contested. The prospects for Latonia 
are exceedingly bright, and the coming meet- 
ing in October should be tbe best in the past 
three years. The betting ring will be open to 
ell bookmakers. Bookies from St. Lonia and 
Chicago may be expected, especially from the 
latter place, as Charley Bollinger, one of tbe 
Latonia owners, is in the Windy City and is 
looking out for the interests of his track. From 
the east may be expected some of the best 
stables in tbe country, especially as it will be 
time for tbe better western stables to begin 
their anonal pilgrimage home, and of course 
that means a stop-off at Latonia in a very 
laudable effort to earn feed money for the win- 
ter. Secretary Hopper expects his stakes to fill 
well, and some of the entries are from the best 
eastern and western stables.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

The stewards of tbe Jockey Club met at 
Brighton Beach Saturday afternoon, at which 
meeting John Dancer was ruled off the turf 
under Rule 162, Section 1, of the Racing Rules, 
for corrupt practice in offering a bribe to a 
jockey. Tbe licenses of jockeys B. Sullivan I 
and R, W^illiams were revoked. The snapension I 
from liding imposed npoo jockey Winnie J. | 
O’Connor by the stewards of the Brighton 
Beach meeting was confirmed and extended un- 
til August 26. I 

Daucer, who is about thirty-five years old, 
was formerly a valet to the late Andy McCar- 
thy, who was killed while riding a race at Mor- 
ris Park.

B. “Tiny” Williams rode Maximo Gomes 
when that usnally true rnnning horse nearly 
knocked his only ermpetitor, Marsian, down in 
a race at Brighton on Jnly 15. Maximo Gomez 
was at 3 to 10 and Marsian at 3 to 1. Tne favor- 
ite was disqualified, and somebody in the ring 
reaped a harvest. Williams had a great repu- 
tation as a jockey. 

Snllivan who only came east this season has 
been guilty of much rough riding, frequently 
endangering the lives of his fallow jockeys. 
He was not accounted even fair in the saddle. 

The trainers, John Croker, William Becket, 
C. H. Douglas and tbs jockey, Frederick Burk- 
holder, wjre restore 1 to all privileges nudar 
the rules. The applications of trainers Richard 
Baker, Walter S. Honsa, Gaorga W. Periy and 
John McAnley for reinstatament were laid over 
for farther consideiatiou. 

The treasnrer was authorized to forward a 
check for |1G0 to Mrs. Martha O’Leary, ^ife of 
former jockey Tuomas O’Leary, and to charge 
the same to the fund for disabled jockeys. 



From all accounts the stables at Saratoga 
are chock full of horses. The purses bang up 
daily by the association are liberal. Yet np to 
data the fields of starters have been scandal- 
ously light. That this is so is clearly the fault 
of selfish owners who are unwilling to take a 
chance unless they have, in their own minds, 
at least the conviction their horses can win. 
In the meantime they are perfectly willing to 
enjoy the hospitality of the club whose inter- 
ests they are damaging. It is unfortunately 
true that there are by fir too many horse- 
owners who are in no sense sportsmen. How 
such men can affect the fortunes of a great 
race and in conseqaence of a jockey club was 
[ correctly stated by Turf, Field and Farm when 
it said recently : 

“In the Brighton Cup, two miles and a quar- 
ter, run at Brighton Beach on Saturday, Jnlj 
29, of the nineteen eligible starters only Bangle, 
Don d’Oro and Latsou went to the post as con- 
testants for the rich prize. In the size of the 
field the public was disappointed, and as there 
were three moneys, the Brighton Beach Racing 
Association could justly feel that it was giving 
away $5,000 without practically a contest. The 
race between Bangle and Don d’Oro for over a 
mile was interesting, but Bangle showed sneh 
superior distance stamina that he galloped 
home an easy winner in the fast time of 3:56^, 
while Latson trailed all the way behind, with 
no opponent for third money. Since the inau- 
gnration of tbe Brightion Cap m 1897 the field 
has never been larger than three, which ie poor 
encouragement to the liberality of the racing 
association in putting np big money for an event 
which should rank in importance as one of the 
great fixtures of the American tnrf. The only 
starters in 1897 were The Friar, Sonny 
Slope and Ben Brash, and tbe time was 
3:564. In 1898 Hamburg, Ogden and How- 
ard Mann were the contestants and the 
time was 4:021, and the race practically 
a walkover for Mr. Marcos Daly, who owned 
Hamburg and Ogden, that finished first and 
second. Other rich stakes of this as well ae 
other seasons have gone tbe same way as the 
Brighton Cup, yet the horse owners’ wail is for 
an incresse in the value of races. While the re- 
ceipts of the racing asseciailons in this vicinity 
wonld warrant their patting np more money, it 
cannot be expected that they should give big 
money for virtual walkovers. In snch races as 
the Brighton Cup, Lawrence Realization and 
other valnable events for three-year-olds and 
npward.it would be well to insert a condition 
where there are three moneys that at least si^ 
starters should go to the post. This would in- 
sure a contest for each place in tbe race, the 
patrons of racing would be better satisfied and 
the association wonld get value received for 
their outlay.” 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF.

Penzance. 

Her snckling colt is a superb individnal, a 
nnmber of good judges stating that they be- 
lieved he was the finest colt in Koutucky. Cap- 
tain Brown, who has owned as sucklings snch 
colts as Hamburg, is very enthusiastic on this

Jcckey George Odom, through his father, has 
signed a contract to ride for W. C. Whitney for 
1900, 1901 and 1902. The boy wUl receive $10,000 
a year, and in additon $25 for every winning 
mount and $10 for every losing mount. Whan 
he is not riding for Mr. Whitney his mouAts 
will be selected by his father. In little Odom 
Mr. Whitney has secured not only the best 
lightweight jockey in America, but a 

boy whom even the wildest ranters 

againt turf dishonesty admit is above 
reproach. It is said that Mr. Whitney 
will take personal charge of his racing interests 
next season. He has always been fond of horses 
and has his own ideas about their manage- 
ment. 

Ed Peters lost his good three-year-old colt 
Hold On Friday morning. He was stricken 
with the blind staggers. While coming through 
the stretch he suddenly made a dash for the 
rail, and before the boy could stop him crashed 
into the furlong pole, breaking his neck, and be 
died shortly afterward. The boy was sent hurl- 
ing through the air, and for a time it looked as 
if be would die. After a time he came around 
and was found to have escaped serious injury.
